This is in reply to your letter of June 7, 2007, forwarding a copy of an e-mail message 
from your constituent, Mr. William Ramsey, and inquiring about the status of Mr. Ramsey's 
application for presidential pardon of his 1953 Dyer Act conviction in order to remove his federal 
firearms disabilities 

Mr. Ramsey's pardon request, which was filed on April 4, 2007, is currently under 
consideration, and your letter and its enclosure have been made part of his executive clemency 
file. Currently, a presidential pardon is the only means by which a person convicted of a felony 
offense under federal law may obtain relief from federal firearms disabilities. While the states 
sometimes restore various rights that persons have lost due to a federal conviction, a federal 
criminal statute makes unlawful Mr. Ramsey's possession of a firearm unless he receives a 
Presidential pardon. The pardon process frequently is lengthy, and we are unable to advise any 
applicant when he may expect a decision concerning his clemency request. Please be assured, 
however, that we will notify Mr. Ramsey promptly when the President has taken final action on 
his pardon application.

request is to enable him to vote and bear arms. 



As you may know, the Commonwealth of Virginia has a procedure by which 
the Governor can restore an individual's civil rights, which would permit that 
individual; inter alia, to bear arms (primarily lor hunting purposes) and vote. 
Unfortunately, however, I do not believe that the Virginia procedure, even if 
followed, would have any bearing if the individual's conviction was in federal court 

It is my understanding that the United States has a similar procedure which 
requires, inter alta, an investigation and recommendation by the ATF. However, I 
have learned thai the ATF apparently takes the position that such investigations have 
not been funded and, thus, there is effectively no procedure for restoration of an 
individual's civil rights short of a presidential pardon. 

At this juncture, 1 respectfully request your assistance to enable Mr.| |ta 
secure a presidential pardon. Of course, if my understanding regarding the 
procedure for restoration of one's civil rights by the federal government is incorrect, 
1 am certain that you will advise me accordingly.

We are enclosing a pardon application that you may provide to Mr. ■^■The form may 
be photocopied, and may also be found on our website, www .usdoi . gov/pardon . It should be 
carefully and fully completed in accordance with the "Rules Governing Petitions for Executive 
Clemency" and the "Infonnation and Instructions on Pardons," copies of which are included with 
the application form and may also be found on our website. Only federal convictions are subj cct 
to presidential pardon, and a minimum waiting period of five years after conviction or release 
from confinement, whichever is later, is required before a pardon application may be accepted. 
See Section L2 of the "Rules" and paragraphs two and three of the "Information arid 
Instructions " The completed form should be returned to this office for processing and need not 
be filed in duplicate. 

Federal firearms disabilities imposed solely by reason of a federal felony conviction are 
removed by a fill 1 and unconditional presidential pardon. A pardon is an indication of 
forgiveness, and ordinarily is granted in recognition of the applicant's acceptance of 
responsibility for the crime and established good citizenship for a significant period of time after 
conviction or completion of sentence. Notwithstanding the limited purpose for which Mr. HI 

flesires a pardon, there are no special or truncated procedures for applying for a pardon to 
restore firearms privileges. He will be expected to meet the same high standards of character and 
reputation generally required of all pardon applicants, which are determined by means of a 
thorough investigation into an applicant's background and his activities since the conviction.
